Fun hats for every mood and 
hand bags for many outfits are sold 
at the Marche aux Fleurs shop. 

La Boutique d'Or presents a fine 
selection of jewelry, accessories, 
frames and objects d'art. 

At Mile. Antoinette's Parfumerie, 
you may have a perfumer blend 
unique, individual fragrances for out- 
standing gifts or personal use. 

Two of the most popular and 
successful attractions of the Califor- 
nia Magic Kingdom are located in 
New Orleans Square. The gloomy 
Haunted Mansion at the edge of the 
Square, is a classic rendering in the 
macabre. It's filled with 999 ghosts 
"just dying to meet you." And then 
there's the Pirates of the Caribbean, a 
15-minute boat ride through the 
blood-curdling sacking of a town, that 
transports guests back into the buc- 
caneering era of the Spanish Main.

young turn-of-the-century woman 
who flees her domineering husband 
in order to teach at a school for 
the deaf and blind. 

Jenny Agutter, best known for 
her performances in "Equus" and 
"Logan's Run," stars in the title role. 
Also starring are Barry Newman as 
the local country doctor, Nanette 
Fabray (who was herself hearing- 
impaired) as the matron and Lou 
Fant as the school superintendent. 

Appearing in featured roles are 
two veteran actresses — Margaret 
O'Brien portraying the school nurse 
and Kathleen Nolan as a music and 
braille teacher. 

To insure that the sensitive 
nature of the story is portrayed with 
authenticity, the characters of the 
deaf children were played by 
students from the Riverside School 
for the Deaf. 

In the film, Amy Medord (Jenny 
Agutter) leaves her husband and 
Beacon Street home to teach in a 
school for the deaf and blind in a 
small Appalachian town. This was in 
the year 1913 when sign language 
was the only accepted form of com- 
munication for such handicapped 
people. Amy succeeds in teaching 
one favorite student to say one 
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word, "kite." Her breakthrough and 
optimism encourages Amy to con- 
tinue her new career even though 
her husband finds her and demands 
that she return home with him. 

London-born Jenny Agutter has 
been acclaimed a star since her 
British Academy Award-winning role 
in "Equus" with Richard Burton. She 
also appeared in a Disney special, 
"Ballerina", in "Star" with Julie 
Andrews, as well as "The Railway 
Children" and "Logan's Run." Her 
television credits include the BBC 
drama "The Snow Goose," "The 
Wild Duck," "The Cherry Orchard" 
and "War of Children." 

Barry Newman is best remem- 
bered as the star of the TV series, 
"Petrocelli." He has appeared in 
many on and off Broadway plays, 
and the feature films "Vanishing 
Point," "The Salzburg Connection," 
and "City on Fire." 

Veteran performer Nanette 
Fabray overcame her hearing prob- 
lem to gain fame as a singer, dancer 
and comedienne. She is actively in- 
volved in many organizations for 
people with a hearing handicap. 
President Carter appointed her to 
the National Council on the Handi- 
capped. Currently Fabray is seen in 
the role of Grandma Romano on the 
TV series, "One Day At A Time." 


Lou Fant is not only a fine 
actor but also one of the foremost 
authorities on American Sign 
Language in the United States. Fant 
has appeared in such productions as 
"Little House on the Prairie," 
"Switch," "Airport 75" and "Look- 
ing for Mr. Goodbar." 

Margaret O'Brien was one of the 
most noted child stars in motion pic- 
ture history. She began her career at 
the age of four and appeared in the 
classics "Madame Curie," "Little 
Women," "Jane Eyre" and "Meet 
Me in St. Louis" for which she won 
an Academy Award in 1944. 

Kathleen Nolan made her Broad- 
way debut opposite Mary Martin in 
the original "Peter Pan." But she is 
probably best remembered for her 
starring role as Kate in the hit televi- 
sion series "The Real McCoys." She 
was the first woman president of the 
Screen Actors Guild and has amassed 
an impressive list of more than 800 
credits in numerous television and 
motion pictures. 

"Amy" was written by Noreen 
Stone and is being directed by 
Vincent McEveety for producer 
Jerome Courtland and executive 
producer Bill Yates. 

Look for it in your neighbor- 
hood theatre as a springtime treat 
for the family. V 
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1981's Walt Disney World Ambassador, 
Robin Maples (top photo), is well-prepared for 
her role as representative of the 13,500 Vaca- 
tion Kingdom employees. As a Disney singer 
and dancer, the brown-eyed brunette has 
already traveled with previous ambassadors 
throughout the United States and Canada. In 
addition, Robin, who graduated from Rollins 
College in 1980 with a B.A. in communications, 
has her sights set on a career in public rela- 
tions or marketing. 

Robin joined the Disney cast in 1977 as a 
dancer at the Diamond Horseshoe Revue, 
which led to larger roles in the Class of '27 
show and the Fort Wilderness Hoop-Dee-Doo 
Musical Revue. Born in Knoxville, Tennessee, 
Robin now lives in Orlando with her family.

Willie Van Der Zwaag, 22, of Ontario, 
California (lower photo), was named 1981 Am- 
bassador to the World for Disneyland. As of- 
ficial emissary of goodwill, Willie will greet 
and escort heads of state and other dignitaries, 
along with making numerous public and media 
appearances. Willie will also have an oppor- 
tunity to share the magic of Disneyland with 
many who may never enjoy the opportunity to 
experience the park as she visits various schools, 
orphanages and children's hospitals, often ac- 
companied by Disney cartoon characters.

Lively summertime music and snappy 
marching routines are part of the 
entertainment supplied by the versa- 
tile All American College Marching 
Band at both Disneyland and 
Walt Disney World. Two spirited 
dancers accompany the 20-piece 
bands at each of the themed parks. 

These talented musicians have 
been selected in response to posters 
and letters sent to colleges and 
universities nationwide. 

Students are attracted to the 
12-week program not only because 
of the opportunity to perform live 
before so many appreciative people, 
but because of the educational daily 
clinic workshops. ..featuring noted 
guest lecturers. Dancers attend 
similar workshops. 

Disney provides housing and a 
stipend, plus transportation for the 
summer program. It's possible, 
depending upon the student's host 
college requirements, for the stu- 
dent to apply for college credit at 
the close of the program. 

To choose the instrumentalists, a 
series of live auditions are held in 
key locations. Dancers' auditions are 
held in Orlando, Florida and at 
Disneyland. Applicants must be 
enrolled in a college as a freshman, 
sophomore or junior and be 18 or 
over. They must be able to sight 
read. Dancers are taught a routine 
to present. 

Dr. Art Bartner, director of bands 
at the University of Southern 
California, will direct the Disneyland 
band this year, and Mike Davis will 
be in charge of the Florida ensem- 
ble. 1981 will mark the 11th year of 
the college program. 

As this magazine goes to press, 
there's a possibility that all the band 
members and dancers have not been 
chosen for this coming season. If 
you are interested, drop a line to the 
Program Director, Bob Radock, 
Disneyland Entertainment Division, 
1313 Harbor Blvd., Anaheim, CA 
92803.

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Ever since opening day at the 
Walt Disney World Vacation 
Kingdom, resort guests have found 
that traveling to and around our 
World is both convenient and fun.

And everyone 
can experience the romance of star- 
lit Flote boat cruises. 

In addition, vacation adventurers 
can chart their own courses for ex- 
citement via Disney sailboats, mini- 
speedboats, water skiing boats, 
canoes and pedal boats.
